The 
exhibition  certainly  exceeded  any  yet  made  in  the 
inland  towns  of  the  continent.  Cheerfulnefs  and 
good  order  were  dijeovered  throughout  the  company, 
and  though  the  ha  timer  of  induflry  has  for  a  while 
been  fujpended  by  the  procejjion,  it  mujl  curtainly 
afford  pleajure  to  every  hone  ft  man,  to  fee  Jo  refpec* 
table  a  bodyof  petpie  convened  to  teflify  their  appro- 
bation of  a  government  which  is  generally  regarded 
as  the  political  jatvation  of  our  country.
